bolls from $8 to $8.75. There 
was the largest run of cattle for 
several months and the outlook 
for the continuance of good pri- 
ces iB excellen.— Mt, Sterling Ga- 
zette.

President Taft during the first 
half of his administration has 
been called upon to appoint a 
larger number of Justices of the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States than any other President 
in a similar period. In fact, 
there have been but few Presi- 
dents that during an eight year 
term have filled so many vacan- 
cies as have fallen to the lot of 
President Taft. 

If the President is really in 
sympathy with income tax he 
will appoint a eourt that will de- 
cide this law legal. The TimeB 
assures its readers that h.s court 
will not uphold the law. We 
have seen so much of Taft we 
can't believe him in sympathy 
with the poor people. 



President Taft and all of the 
Republicans know that the Dem- 
ocrats are going to sweep the 
country from Maine to Califor- 
nia and from Michigan to Texas 
in the election next month.
